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FRANCE; 
T's no difficult matter to diſcover the Origine of 

the Miſchiefs which we labour under at this 
day: Thoſe who wou'd but rake the pains tg 
make reflexion upon what has orcurr'd within 
theſe om Rh in wy puny with "ne, 
grant, that 1 Experience t taught us to 
wiſe, we ſhould n6t now ſee or (elyes reduced to 
the miſerable Eſtate we are in. For *tis not of late only, 
that France began to infringe Treaties, which ſeem'd the 
moſt Sacred, Her Ambition could not Curb it (elf fo 
wy from appearing. Brit we have been either ſo m"_ 
or {o blind; 4s not to think of oppoling Her Deſigns, unt 
it was too late. Wherefore we- can ofily impute our mif- 
fortunes to our ſelves, and a: ly own, that if we = 
| un

undergo the puniſhment of our Imprudence, it is a puniſh- 
ment we have richly deſerv'd. - 
And indeed to whom ought we more to attribute the weak- 
nefs of the Spaniards, than to our ſelves, who have ſo often 
contributed to reduce them to the Circumſtances they are 
in at this day? Was it not eaſfie for uz to ſee, that they on- 
ly ſupported themſelves by che means of the Cabals on 
oot'in France, in the time of Cardinal Matarine, and 
that if the Prince of Conde had abondoned them, it had 
been Adieu to their Fortune, and Repute ? Yet notwith- 
ſtanding we had ſeen they had loſt the Aſſiſtance of that 
Prince, who by the Peace of the Pyrenees, was returned 
into his Duty, and that France, to the prejudice of ſo Ho- 
ly, and fo. Authentick.a Treaty,. continued not only to fo- 
ment the Froubles of Portugal, but to ſend thither ſuccours 
at ſeveral times, though we had ſeen, I ſay, that the Peace 
was only a Maſque to Her Ambition, we ſtill ſuffer'd our 
Neighbours to be oppreſs'd, without ſaying a word, as if 
Policy ought not to have taught us, that 'twas time to op- 
poſe the Deſigns of a Nation, which will never be con- 
rented, until it has glutted its Ambition with the Conqueſt 
of the-whole Earth. 

Yet with how much Audaciouſnels, not to fay Impu- 
dence, does it maintain that all its paces are conformable 
ro- the Peace? Would it not ſtill infinuate that all thac 
paſs'd ih the. buſineſs of Portugal, pals'd without its Order ; 
and while it ſeat Men and Money thither, did it not out- 
wardly forbid its Subjets to bear Arms in that ſervice, 
to whom, onthe other ſide it infinuated underhand the 
going ro_ the Aſſiſtance of that Crown, as the. only place 
capable of acquiring them Eſteem and Reputation. This 
notwithſtanding, what did it not fay to the Ambaflador 
of Spain, who highly Complained of theſe Infraftions, and 
who ſaw before his Eyes in the Metropolis of the King- 
dom; the Marguss de - Beauvien rais'd publickly a Regiment 
of Horfe for the - ſervice of that Crown, after having 
reared in Appearance with the: Ambaſſador of Porrugat, 
butin eff2& with the Court of France * It would _ 

ve, 
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have, that all chis Ambaſſador urg'd,” was' but effects of 
his Imagination, juſt 'as at this day it endeavours to inli-- 
nuate into us, that it has not any deſign of making War, 
though for ſome months paſt, it has laid waſte, and eat 
u> a Country which does not belong to it, and to which 
it would not Lowe any lawful Pretenſions, if Reaſon and 
Juſtice were the Rule of its Actions. 

And as/then we gazd' upon all its Attempts, and Mo- 
tions, ' without budging- in the leaſt, we do little more 
now, though we fee our. ſelves upon the point of be- 
ing the unhappy Victims of its Ambition? How many 
in the State have found fault with ſending Succours to 
the Spaniards, and if they receive any from us, are not 
both they and we indebted for the ſo doing, to the 
"Prudence, and Sagacity of the Prince of Orange, who 
ſeeing farther than others, could not endure that all pol- 
fible means are ufed for our Oppreſſion, without doing 
what became, and lay in him for prevention. 

For this reaſon it is, we ſee this Great Prince fo 
much th mark of the Perſecutions of France, that can- 
not eſteem Vertue, but when it fſuics with its Intereſts, 
and has uſed ail the little Polirick Tricks imaginable, to re- 
venge itſelf on his Generous Oppolirions. 

But to return to my Subjec, I ſay, France endeavour- 
ed to caſt a Miſt before the Eyes of the Spamſh Ambal- 
ſador, who was far from being flurr'd upon, when an 
unſuſpeted Encounter caus'd him to do things with more 
heighth, and no longer to diſguize his ſentiments. France 
had Treated with Mont-George, who was kill'd in theſe 
laſt Wars, and was then a Captain in Candak, being a 
brave Man, and loving War above all things, abouc 
Conducting Officers, and Soldiers into Portugal. Now 
Aont-George being Embark'd with them, in order to 
his getting as ſoon as: poſhble into that Country, hav- 
ing been taken by the Spaniards, who had notice. of his 
departure for that time, it was forc'd to pull off the 
Mask, becauſe the Sp.miards already fpake of taking off 
his Head. Whereupon :a EE: was diſpatch'd D - 
-) 2 aſte 
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haſte to Madrid: and the 'Court of Spain, [ſeeing hewas 
-.re-demanded by France, durſt not :proceed farther in that 
matcer, ifor fear of .drawmg upon itſelf the War, which 
ir was very willingto avoid. = |

And indeed a Man needs not be a great Divine, to 
know that Chriſtianity, and the Church, which is bur 
one and the fame you » teaches, that we are to keep 
our Faith, not 'only. with a Chriſtian Father-in-Law, but 
even with' a 7T*rk, There is a fine Example of this in 
a French Gentleman, of the Houſe of Anglure, and which 
his Deſcendants do ſtill Pride themſelves in at this day. 
The particular Hiſtory of that Family does make men- 
tion, that one of their Anceſtors having been. taken in 
a Battel, by Saladin Sultan of eAgypt, after a long Im- 
priſonment, was fſet at Liberty, upon Condition he him- 
{elf ſhould return, and bring his Ranſom, which Saladir 
had fix'd at a very conl1derable ſums; this Gentleman 
after being arrived at his own home, and had fold a 
good part of his Eſtate to fatiche his Word, went back 
to Saladin, and told him, That he was come with the 
Ranſom he bad agreed upon with him; ' and that' if he 
pleaſed to name any Perſon to receive it, he. would pay 
it him immediately down upon the nail. Saladin © not 
dreaming of him, and when he had (et him at liberty, ne- 
Fi ver 
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yer expecting t6 ſee him more, was fo furpriz'd at his 
Generofity,that after havirig embrac'd him, and careſs'd him 
to a high degree; told him he fhould thenceforward have 
more Eſteem for Chriſtians, than he had had before ; 
that he not only remitted to him his Ranſom, bur alto 
ordered his Treaſurer to give him ten thouſand Francs, 
which was a conſiderable {um at that time z that he re- 
queſted his Friend(hip, and deltr'd him that the eldeſt 
of his Family might ever called Saladin, that Poſte- 
rity curious of knowing why they bore ſo extraordinary 
a name among Chriſtians, right know at the ſame time 
the generous Action he had perform'd. Thoſe of that 
Family haye been careful ro remember the requeſt of 
Saladin to their Anceſtor. All the Eldeſt of that Family 
have ſucceſſively after one another, taken the name of 
Saladin, (0 that the Conne D. Eſtages,, who is the Eldeſt 
of that Family, is ſtill at this day called by that 
Name. 

If I might be allowed tomake any reflections upon this 
matter, it would be no hard task for me to prove thar 
the preſent Age is very difterent from the former. Here- 
tofore a-Chriſrian kept his word with a 7#rk, 'and now a 
moſt Chriſtian King does not keep his with his Father in- 

At this day: the Deſcendants of a Chriſtian are 
called Saladin, becauſe their Father promiſed it troa Turk, 
and now a moſt Chriſtian King neither mzads the Word, 
which his Predeceflors gave their Subjects of the Reform- 
ed Religion, nor:;that; he himſelf has given them. Ar this 
day the Houſe of. Anglure, which: is :only the: Family of 
a. Gentleman- derives all its Glory from that: their Fore-: 
father executed the promiſe he had given a Twk, and 
now the Houſe of France, which is the moſt Auguſt 
Houſe of Emrope, derives ll. its glory from infringing an: 
Frag number of EdiQs,: whicl it has granted- to Chri- 
[IANS. 

- But to return unto my SubjeR; the French King ground- 
mg himſelf, as I have ſaid, upon his imaginary Preten- 
{106s, and upon. the. Parliaments not having _— the 
reaty 
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Treaty of the Fjraxes, refoly'd to lwicalc the Peace, and 
carry his-Artns: into! Flanwern: Mean while; as I' canmoc 
proceed on farther. withour firſt giving an account of 
the Authority of this Parliament,. for fear fome ſhould: 
judge its Power extended as far as that of another Coun 
try ; it-is convenient that, it be known that the leaſt Oy-' 
der of Council, Cafhiers all. As of Parliament, and'chat 
its Power is. ftow ſo limited,. that though: the macretrs in 
hand be only the intereſts of private Perfons, che Coun- 
cil does ofren attribute to' ir {elf che making Commizance' 
of 'em, and thus makes .4 mock of all the Parhamene 
could Decree. Neverchelels irs Authority was formerly 
very grear, nay, and. it's. nor. long. fince, that it was to 
f high: a Point, that-io wes look'd port byall- witty Ad- 
miraczon, I mean the'rtime of the' Kings Minority, bur' 
that time is now ſo much chxng'dy that; 2 man nity fay, 
there's now no! knowing. the Parliament again. 

And even in that time, I mean the time this Afa-

| Nevertheleſs it was upon the Authority which the Par-

pnly..-inſticuted - to be watchful for the Preſervation © 
the People. Let us rather ſay, that this Cuitom of thus 
verifying Treaties of Peace, was- only introduced, fince it 
was Enacted that Royal Gifts ſhould be verified in Parlia- 
ments, and that thole which were -not ſo, ſhould be of no 
confideration, and this to hinder Kings, -who are commanly 
inclined to liberality, from giving away all their Patrimony, 
and ſo compelled for want of means, to vex and opprels the 
People. Let us, I ſay, conclude that the Parliament ſeeing 
that by ſome Treaties of Peace, conſiderable. Alienations 
had been made, and principally under Fohp the firſt, to re- 
trieve them out ofche hands ofthe Engh/b, and.ſince, under 
Franc: the firſt, to retrieve them aut of; the hands of: the 
Spaniards, had attributed to it ſelf che Authority of verify- 
jog Treaties, to hinder thence forward the Diſſipation of 
'the Crawn Lands. But there's more, which is, that thg' 
5 it 
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itwere a Law receiv'd-in France, that the Parliament may 
find fanit withthoſe-Treaties it has not verified, this __ 
to be underſtood, if the Treaties were not made in the 
forms, or that they were prejudicial to the Crown . 
In what remains, there's no ſaying that France receives 
any prejudice by the Treaty of the Pyrenees, not but 
that this Treaty was concluded with all the uſual For- 
ralities. In regard of the Formalities, they had been 
ſd far obſerv'd, that this had kept the matter much lon- 
er depending, than was neceſſary for the repoſe of the 
eople, who after ſo-long a War, only breathed after 
Peace. For. they thought it not ſufficient that Liemne, & 
Pimentel had ſet their hands to the Treaty, but for. the 
readring it. the more Auguſt to furure Ages, Cardinal 
 Maztarine, and Don Lewis de Haro, Prime Miniſters of 
the two Crowns, would needs ſign it themſelves too 3 
ſo as thac. one may fay it was the moſt ſolemn, and 
authentick Treaty that has been of a long while. Be- 
ſides they had obſerved therein all the Circumſtances 
imaginable, namely, as . holding the Conferences in a 
lace, which belonged neither to France, nor Spajn, which 
owever is Nete-worthy. . For this ſhews they were wik 
ling then Spaiz ſhould. go .Peer-with France, but {ince 
it will not be allowed, as I (aid juſt before, one may 
ſay it had been Ratified, but what rendred this Treaty 
free from all manner of ſcruple, not only by the King, 
but. alſo by all. Fraxce ; In eftet, the Principal amon 
the Clergy, and. Nobility, had ſigned the Contract 
Marriage between the King, and the Infants, wherein 
was contained the abovementioned Renunciation, - ſo 
that it was a miſtake to ſay, that the Parliament, whic 
can at moſt but repreſent the Orders of the Kingdom, 
would not approve a Treaty, which was already ap- 
proved on by the King, by the Clergy, and by the No- 
Lt. 
In regard of what I ſaid before, that this Treaty broughc 
no prejudice to France, that will be alſo ealy for me to 
prove. For tho' France had then much the ;adyantage

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vyer Sham, yet it is fievertheleGs to be conſidered, thar 
this Mb e right one day turh againſt it ſelf, being 
bbliged to ſhare his Conqueſts with England, which was 
then in: its alliance. Nolv without nel © retall 
what are the dangerous Conſequences which I might draw 
from this ſharing, it's ſufficient for me to fay that the 
intereſt of France was not to give otie foor to rhe Z»z- 
bſhinan itn Flanders, who was a much more dangerous 3 
newy than the Spaniard. Beſides, by this Treaty, Frante 
made ſure of the greateſt part of rs , and char 
ped into a certain Right, the Right of Nations; which 
ras 4 Right (ubſe& to all the divets events of Fortune. 
In regard of what was objeaed, that the Daupbir had 
wot ratified the Renunciation 6f the Qyeen, this is a fee- 
ble objection, and ſuch 3 merits no anſwer.

Guards, and being his Relation, had prevail- 
ed with him to take a Journey into France the Winter 
before, where he bad diſcourſt the Prince. 

All theſe Reaſons were capable of entirely ruining the 
State, as is ealy to judge, 1f God had not reſolv'don 
the contrary. Mean while, the French King being juſt 
ready to enter the Provinces, the States Aſſembled, in 
order to reſolve upon what courſe they ſhould take to 
provide | for- their Defence. The Prince of Orange, who 
notwithſtanding all the Cabals of de Wizr,, had been E- 
leted Captain General of the State, was of advice to 
abandon the places above the A4hine, co put ten thou- 
ſand Men into Maftricht, and go and Encamp with the 
reſt at Bodegrave, whoſe Siruation was advantageous to 
cover Holland. Mon. d' Obdam, and Celidrek, who ſpoke 
for the Nobility, were of the fame advice ; but the 0- 
thers having been of the contrary Opinion, ' it. was re-

they had faid' no more than what was true, return'd 
to give ar account to the Prince of Conde, and that 
Prince fent the King word of what paſs'd, and that 
if he would be- of the parry, he might fall upon the 
Rear of the Enemies, who not ſaſpeQing rhe leaft, 
were only carefof to Guard the 727, The King being 
excited the fame time both-with-Glory and Ambi- 
tion, went to the Frince of Conde's Camp, who 
commanded an Army apart from his, and atrer hav- 
mg Supp'd with him, he march'd'all the night to- 
wards the' Rhine,” whither he cante about half an hour 

or thereabouts, before day. 
Mean white the Prince of Oravge, who had found 
more fideliry among the common people than in rite 
D 2 Nobility, 
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ſeeing the Freach already appear'd on the other ſide, 
he lodg'd his lofantry in his Retreachments, and caus'd 
his Cavalry to advance along. the River. The: King 
being come on the brink of the Abine, caus'd Can- 
non to be brought at the ſame time, and pointed ir 
upon H arts his Cavalry, who ſeeing Trees all along 
the Rhine, put bimſelf with his Troops among them, 
thinking himſelf thereby the better ſheltered from 
the Cannon. Mean while in went the Frexch into the 
Rhine, one after one, and many of them were 
drown'd, being ſwallow'd up in a Whirl-pool. Others 
ſeeing this, took the advantage on the left, and paſs'd 
for all the World like Cows, which follow in the tail 
of one another. 

Wurtz his Cavalry ſaw ' them paſs, without flinch- 
ing, until they perceiv'd ſome 1lroopers, who now 
began tv come out of the Water, and form. a Squa- 
dron. Then they came from under the -Trees, where 


they ſtood, but mnilead of puſhing the Enemies that 


were return'd intro the Water, they made a halt up- 
oa the brink of the River, from whence they made 
their, diſcharge, which being at too great a diſtance, 
was without any effect. The little Reſolution which 
the,Cavalry ſhzwed, gave Courage to the French, who 
would never have dared. to have ſtood: their ſhock, if 
they had but followed them into - the, Warer, and not 
ſtood gazing, and ſuffer them to ſtrengthen their Squa- 
dron with their Companions. Wuarrz his Cavalry ba- 
ving thus quit ed their ground, the French rallied, 
and waited for their Companions, who ſtill. pals'a the 
River,| for the moſt part ſwimming, and ſome by Eoar. 

The Prince of Conde being thus in a Boar, with 


the Duke of Anguicn, and ſome great Lords of the 
Court 
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(23) 
and Attacked the Retrenchments, where they found 
ſome Reſiſtafice,'' eſpecially at one/ Parriere, where 
was an Officer, whoſe head was hoary with years, 
bat' whoſe old Age had 8s. much Vigour as the moſt 
Reſolute Youth..' But 'being at length overwhelnied 
witli nurnders, . the reſt ' ſought their fafety from their” 
heels, not thinking of asking Quarter,' which then they 
thought was ro no purpoſe. | 
The French having no more Enemies to fight, plun- 
dred the Caſtle of To/xys, and pur all the Iſle of Beiwe 
under Contribution. 
This was ' not-the only advantage tliey reaped from” 
the paſſage of the Rhine; the Flolfanders, who were 
then ' afraid the Frewch ſhould 'come and fall upon 
them behind , abandoned the Z{/e/, and retreated 
to' Utrecht, where the Populace would haye Sa- 
crificed Momwbas- to'its Ref:ntment, whom rhey  ac- 
cuſed of what had newly happened. The Prince of 
Orange, who knew he deſerved Death, yet was de- 
firous he ſhould be firſt queſtioned, and perhaps put 
on the Rack, fora full Diſcovery of his Treaſon, gave 
order he ſhould be ſaved by a back Gate, and hid 
him''in Hay, to fave him from the Peoples Reſfent- 
ment. | Mearr while, the King in Perſon took the City 
of Doesburg, and Mon. Tarenne thoſe of Nimmeghen, 
Swoll, Deventer, Grave, Arnheim, Shinckenſkens, the 
Fort of Crevercear, with a number of other Fortreſſes. 
Thus did ©recht fall mro the hands of the French 
but withouc their ' being; © obJiged to' lay 'ſrepe' ry it; 
For while the King was ſtill before Zoesbourg, "the 
Burgher-maſters' brought him the Keys, #s if they had 
been afraid of not having a Maſter ſoonenough. The 
Marquis of Roehefort, who was in faveir* at Conre” 
Was 
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Peace of him. But as he was too haughty upon the 
ſucceſs of his Arms, he propoſed ſuch diladvantage- 
ous Conditions, that the Ambaiiadours were oLliged 
to return home, without coming to any ca 
Mean while, when they were arrived at the Hague, 
it was refolved they ſhould go again, becauſe thas 
Afﬀairs on the »o her ſide were in ſo lamentable an e- 
ſtare, that they chought themſelves over happy, 
in that thzy might receive any manner of C onditions. 
Mean while there was til! another difficulty, which 
was, that the French King would not. come to a 
Conctuſi"n, without calling thereunto the King of 
E/.gland, whoſe D-:mands «er: ſtill higher, and greater, 
The Ambailadors of Holand being returned to 
Zeiſt, and having met with the Ambaſſadors of Eng: 
land, a new Treaty of Peace was propoſed, bur (lull 
very difficukt to conclude. For beſide, that England 
did not bate the. leaſt of its firſt Pretentions, thole of 
France were ſo exorbitant, that it had been much bet- 
rer for the State to have periſht, than to have graat- 
ed them. Prance demanded a Medal every year, in 
form of Tribute, with all the Charges of the War, 
which it made to mount to immenſe Surms. England 
demanded to have ſeveral things in the adies, which 
belonged to the Republick, yielded to iu; fo as I 
have taid, the State had almoſt as good iave aban- 
doned all, as to have concluded fo diſadvane. geous a 
Treaty. The Republick having notice of all thcte things 
by cheir Amuafladors, who came home agiin {rom Zeif, 
without having effe&ed ought, refolved to break the 
Dikes ofthe Sea, which was, as ! hinted before, their 
laſt recowfein the urmoſt neceſſities. But. what. m.de 
them the miore wiſliogly proceed tothis reſolution, »: s, 
| that 
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Garriſon of Grevecceur, and on the other by that of 
Endeven, Boiſle-duc is a place ſituated jutt in the 
midſt of a Marſh, yet it is as weak in its outworks, 
as it's ſtrong in its fituation, Nevertheleſs rhere's a 
Cittadcl on the fide, which looks towards oband, 
with two Forts on the fide of the Maſtriche Gate ; 
but all this would not be reckoned for any great mat- 
ter, it, as I have ſaid, its lituation did not render it 
almoſt inacceſſible. 1he King eflabliſht his Quarters 
at Bouſte/, but while he was preparing all things for 
the Siege, God, who had begun to take Holand in- 
to his Protection, ſent Rains, which continued for four 
or five days, Witaout ceaſing, ., ſo as the Country is 
low andlevel, it was immediately filled with watcr, 
that a body would have ſaid they had opened the 
Sluces. The King thinking the fair Weather might 
return, ſtaid cight or ten days longer at Beu/el, bur 
ſceing it did not leave oft raining, he decamped, and re- 
turned home. 

The Prince of Orange, who after the Death of the 
Penſionary, had all the Authority confided in him, 
ſeeing the People in ſome manner of repoſe by the 
French Kings Departure, thought of contenting them 
farther, by the puniſhment of Mombas, whoſe death 
they had long demanded. He had been Conducted 
from Ytrecht to Woerden, and from Woerden to Ni- 
curbruk, whither the Army of HHo/and was retreat- 
ed. There the Prince of Orange called a Council of 
War, and began to examine his Aﬀair, which ap. 

cared daily worſe and worſe for him. In ſhort, as 
bis Conſcience, did not leave him any repoſe, and 
that he thought himlelt abſolutely ruined, he was con- 
triving how to make his eſcape, which nevertheleſs 
E 2 was 
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in ſght, to do which, he went rhis way to work. 

| Firit, He began to complain of a grear pain in his Leg, 
ſent for a Chirurgeon, thew'd him his T.eg, which by a 
wound he had formerly had, remained Lagper than the 
other, and ask'd him what was to be done with ir. He 
caus'd alfo a Requeſt to be made to the Prince of Orange, 
that he would ſend him one of tis Chiru:geons, and 
theſe two Chirurgeons, the one as ignorant as the other, 
concluded a Flaiſter ſhould be laid on't, and accordingly 
ſent him one to be applied tor that purpoſe. By this 
means he kept his Bed, without giving any ſuſpicion, 
and the day being come he had reſolved ro make his 
eſcape on, he ſent for Tobaccs, and told his Keepers he 
would come and ſmoke with them, afrer Supper. But 
on a ſudden, pretending he had no mind to it, he went 
again to Bed before their Eyes, and defir'd them they 
would go ſmoke in the Antichamber, for that the 7o- 
bacco incommoded him. They _—_ ſeen him in Bed, 
were far from believing he had --+ rhought of making 
his eſcape, complied with his venres, but Mombas get- 
ting immediately out of Bed, rook the Plaifter he had 
upon his Leg, put it upon his Face, and leapt out of 
the Window, below which the Guard 1 mentioned 
ſtood Cenrinel. 

Thus did he traverſe the Camp, wrhout being known 
by any Body, whether by reaſon it was duskiſh and ro- 
ward night, or of the Plaiſter which) d/{ginfed him. 
But being come to the Spanzard, he was ſtrangely fur- 
prized to ſee that he refuſed to let him paſs, wnlcf+ he 
firit gave him the hundred Pitols he had promiſed him. 
This Difpurte gave him to underſtand the Ropuery of 
Villate; bur it being now no time to make refl1xion on 


it, his thoughts were wholly ſet, how he ſhould come 
oft 
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the whole Country was overflowed, from Woerden un- 
10 Ptrecht., But being afraid that ſome or other might 
come to know him again upon the High-way, he pur 
himſelf again into the Inundation, without any other 
Guide than his Deſpair; for the Man who had Con- 
ducted him to Woerdey, was trooped off, thinking he 
had no more need of him; and befides, there was no 
ſatety in ſeeking out another, nor having a farthing too 
to pay him, he thought he had no other Courſe than 
that of returning into the Inundation. 

Being come within a quarter of a League, or there- 
abouts of Uzrecht, out went he of the Water, but fo 
wect,. that he could- not for ſhame go to the City in that 
condition, Wherefore he had his Cloaths drycd at the 
firſt Houſe he came to, and then entring the Town, 
he went to lodge at the Palace Royal, where he chanced 
to mcet, with one of his Nephews, who ſerved in the 
Troops'of France, where, 'he was a Captain of Horſe. 
But this, Nephew ſecing him- enter, far from believing 
it to be him, he, took him for a Ghoſt, for rhe Night 
before, a Man came to the ſame Inn from Nicarbruk, 
who had told, as/a certain piece of News, and whereot 
he himſelf had been- an Eye-witneſs, that he had ſeen 
him beheaded :: And this Rumaur:was ſo: ſpread abour 
the Town, that no body would believe that Mombas 
was arrived. | 

Mean while the Duke of Luxembourg, who ſucceeded 
in the room of the Marqueſs of Rochfort at Ztrechr, 
was very, much-puzled whether: or -no--he ſhould ſee 
Mombas. For on one fide he would-have been very 
glad to have got ſuch uſeful hints and inſtructions as 
he was capable of giving, as being perte&ly acquaint- 


ed with the Country, yet he judged it not altogether 
Policy 
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had' had it -onee 'in/poffeflion. He it' was who com 
ducted him: before" thav'' Place, when the Prince 'of 
Orange behiaged it, fo as 'one may fay, thav' as much 
care as beforg he had taken to coneval his Treaſon, as 
induſtriouywas he then to blaze it abroad. 

- Now, tho' all I have now faid may ſeom ta be ra- 
ther the Hiſtory of the War, than «' Continuation of

One of the! proatcſt Obſtacles to the Peace, was 
the difficuley ot reconciling the Intereſls of the Crown 
of '\8wdew ' with ''tl1g Intereſts of the Prinees who 
had ſome "things to clear and determine with it. 
As to the Obown of Sweden, all its Intereft way ;

It's well known that what makes 
a mans fortune now in France, is not to budge out of the 
Anti-chamber of a Miniſter ; and a Colonel of Horſe, 
whom [I could name, and every one knows as well as I, 
does not diſdain to be the Buffoon of one of the Secreta- 
ries of State. For which reaſon, he has parted with his 
Regiment, for fear that when he was in War, another 
ſhould rob himof ſo noble an Employment. It's alſo 
well known that while Mr. Co/Zert's at Dinner, the 
greateſt Lords ſtudy fome quaint ſaying or other to 
make him laugh, and he that has had the Juckieſt hit 
that way, knocks off, as well ſatisfied with his perſon, as 
if hehad been the man who defended Yrenna againſt the 
Tarks. In fine it's well known, which nevertheleſs People 
can hardly comprehend, that Mo»/rear, the Kings only 
Brother, 1s obſiged to have recourſe to them, tor the 
obtaining any Boon or Favour, nay, and after he has had 
recourſe too, he has not always what he demands. I 
could prove it if I would, by a thouſandgexamples what 
I dare herealledge, but 1 ſhall content my ſelf with ſay- 
ing, that what happened a year or two ago, upon the ac- 


count of a man who was very deſirous to come into the

Finally, 
tee's ask him if he dare ſo much as complain, 
tho he daily fees his Territories fo Haraſs'd, and whe- 
ther he be not on-the contrary told; That he is ſtill too 
happy 1n being under tlie Protection of fo great a King, 
Ler's proceed on, I beſeech you, into the Courts of other 
Princes of Germany, and let's ſee what paſſes there, be- 
fore we make any Refleion on the Princes of France. 
What ſhall we fay of the EceleſiaſticahEleQors, the one 
of whom ſells his Country for glittering ready Caſh, 
through the ſuggeſtions of Frexch Emiſſanies ; the other 
ſufters himſelfro be daunted by its Emiſſaries Menaces, 
and the other follows ſoits paiſtons, that one'would ſay, 
the ſame Intereſt Spirited them both 2 But let's alſo ſay 
at. the ſame time, thar all this is nor ſufficient without 
violence. . For who doubts of all the Tricks it has play'd, 
and the Cabals ir has ſet on foot, and are now daily 
working to detach them from their true Intereſts. 
Some are told that moſt of their States are Dependencies 
on the Crown, and that if they donot make 1t their 
buſineſs to Courts fayour; they will not long enjoy a 
thing: whichidoes nor appertain to chem. Thus while 
they are flee&d-of the 'true'CharaQer of a Soveraign, 
which/is of being Independant of any body, they en- 
deavour to infinuate to them on the contrary, that their 
Dependency on Fromce, is the' onfy thing which can

For as it wou!d be 
eaſic to judge by the Treatment its Ally receives from 
it, the Treatment which all others may expe&, me- 
thinks thatthis ſhould be ſufficient to inſinuate its vio- 
lence, and how it- pretends to Lord it over all the 
World. But asthere are many who are willing to have 
ſpecified what way it isthe French Court takes to bring 
about its Deſigns, I mean here to give a taſte of its 
maxims and its enterprizes. 

The whole World knows how the Dauphins match 
with the Dauphineſs was made.
